The board of bishops becomes 
a board of control of the deaconess 
work.

A resolution providing for the Twen- 


tieth century movement was passed. 
It 


places Bishop Thoburn at the head of a 
special commission to carry out the 
plans for adding 5,000,000 persons to 
the ch«rch and $20,000,000 to missions 
and church work. 


Rough ou the Bishop*. 


This has been a rough general 
con- 


ference on .bishops. It,is baid to be ia 
consequence of a growing weariness of 
irighops that the conference refused to 
-elect more new bishops than they did. 


The conference held an extra session 


last night at Studebaker hall, Bishop 
Ooodsell presiding, and produced by,far 
the most sensational episode since it 
jfirat convened. 
. 


Th'fc body, by on overwhelming ma- 


jority, passed a vote . of , censure on 
Bishop J. M. Walden for treating with 
contempt the right.of petition. 


The matter came up on a report from 


the 
episcopacy 
committee, through 


Chairman Buckley, who said "the cen- 
sure is as soft as a poultice, but it might 
have been made as strong as a soap and - 
sugar plaster/ so f«tr as the facts, are 
concerned." . . . . . .

West Wisconsin Trouble. 


The trouble originated three years 


ago in the West Wisconsin conference, 
•when Bishop Walden,was presiding. All 
•the preachers in Milwaukee waited on 
iu'm in a body to ask -for the appoint- 
ment of one of their number as presiding 
•elder, and, they charge, he refused to 
receive them and treated them with rude- 
ness and contempt. 
Later .they drew 


up a petition to the same 
effect and 


sent it to him, and he refused, with in- 
sults, to touch it. 
Much correspond • 


•ence ensued afterward, but the bishop 
always refused to give the preachers any 
satisfaction.' 


The matter was brought before the 


•conference by a memorial from the in- 
jured preachers and was referred to the 
episcopacy committee and by it to the 
cub-committee on episcopal administra- 
tion, along with the complaints against 
Bishop Hurst and Bishop McOabe. The 
episcopacy committee was in session all 
yesterday afternoon putting the finish 
ing touches on its report. 
• 
Church's Attitude Toward Bishop*. 
The scene last night, though* calcu- 


lated to astonish an outsider, was only 
an illustration of the well known prin- 
ciples and traditions of Methodism con- 
cerning their bishops. The church dees 


; not believe in bishops as an order. They 
are considered as mere 
officers and 


superintendents, removable at pleasure. 
The moment they are elected they 
ceaee to be members either of their an- 
cual conferences or of the general con- 
ference. They have no right to go on 
the floor, or to speak or to do anything 
to influence the action of the body and 
as surely as they attempt it they meet 
reproof and insult. 


Bang With Anjrry Cries 


The effort of Biship Goodsell last 


right to get permiosion for Bishop 
Walden to speak made a scene worthy 
of any artist's pencil. The moment he 
proposed it the house rang with angry 
exclamations of, "Not a word! Not a 
•word I" 
., 


Chairman Buckley took the stand and 


opposed it. He said Bishop Walden had 
had ample opportunities to explain him- 
self to the committee, and he should not 
eay a word to the conference unless all 
of the complainants w«re given the same 
privilege. 


"Now, it is my opinion—" said Bishop 


Gooddell. 


"Not a word, fir," 
said Chairman 


Buckley. "I want none of your opin- 
ions. I stand on my rights as chairman 
of the episcopacy committee." 


Bishop Goodsell swelled up with rage 


and bit his lip, but made no reply. 


The question was put should Bishop 
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Walden be allowed to speak, and was 
voted down almost unanimously. 


There never was such a humiliating 


spectacle. 
Bishop McCabe loft the hall 


and went out into the street, apparently 
trembling with rage. 


Bishop Walden received little sym- 


pathy. The general impression is that 
in what he did in the West Wisconsin 
conference he was acting strictly in 
character. 
Some of the preachers made 


no effort to conceal their intense satis- 
faction at hie humiliation.

A" Howe^as waiting yesterday morning 
about 2 o'clock in the 'Chamberlain ob 
eervatory 'for the sun to rise and the 
eclipse to begin he made one of the most 
important observations of the year, the 
re-discovery of the planet Esos.' 


This tiny planet which was discovered 


only two years ago at the.Berlin observ 
atory, has been looked for since last 
September, the time when, according to 
calculations, it should emerge from be- 
hind the sun. 


Astrologers all over the world have 


been skanning the skies for it, but with-, 
out success. Prof. Howe discovered the 
planet near the first point of Aries.

London, May 29'.—How to redeem 


London from the plague o£ rats that 
has troubled it so long is taxing the 
intellectual resources of the London 
county council. The subject was de- 
bated at length 
today without any 


definite offensive campaign being de- 
termined upon.' In the buildings which 
have just been destroyed in Holywell 
street rats were discovered in thou- 
sands. A small' wagon load was killed 
by the falling brjcks. The ramshackle 
structures along the banks of the 
Thames are also infested.. The council 
has employed men to investigate the 
plague and report to a future meeting. 
The rats, it is said, are brought to 
the metropolis in the many barges that 
ply their carrying trade on the river; 
and, though traps and poison. have 
been used with considerable effect, the 
number of the rats seems not to dimin- 
ish. Immense ' damage is said to

NAME A GOVERNOR 


CALL 13 OUT FOR THE STATE 


CONVENTION ON AUGUST 8. 


To Be Held In the Exposition Building; 


In Milwaukee—Same Number ol 
Delegates Under Same Apportion, 
ment Aa Recent State Meeting— 
To Forward Credential!. 


Milwaukee, May 29-The official call 


for the Republican state convention, to 
be held in the Exposition building, Mil- 
waukee, August 8, for the purpose of 
nominating a state ticket, was issued 
yesterday by Chairman Treat and Secre- 
tary Stickney of the Republican State 
Central committee, 
and copies ware 


mailed last evening to the various coun- 
ty chairmen throughout the state. 


The call explains that the convention 


will be opened at noon on that day at 
the Exposition building, and it details 
the liet of nominees to be chosen, these 
including the full number of elective 
state officers, while a new State Central 
committee and chairman will likewise be 
n amed at this time. The basis of repre- 
sentation is the same as that to the dele- 
gate convention a few weeks ' ago, nnd 
the total number .of delegates will be 
1,067. 
. 


To Act on Credential*. 


The point which has given rise to con- 


siderable discussion of late in connectioa 
with the action of several county chair- 
men in calling their conventions before 
the official state call was issued, is 
brought up in reroinderthat four weeks' 
notice for such conventions ie required 
by resolution of the convention- of July 
26, 1894, though the law requires but a 
ten days' notice and that notice of such 
meetings must be given "in the usual 
manner." As usual the state central 
committee will constitute a committee 
on credentials to meet on the eve of the 
convention and certified credentials Bust 
be forwarded to Secretary Stickney as 
soon as delegates are elected. 


Accompanying the call is a letter 


urging promptness in forwarding ere 
dentials and recommending the use of 
blank forms furnished by the committee 
for this purpose. Announcement is also 
made that copies of the explanatory cir- 
cular on the caucus law will be ready 
for distribution within a few days.

If one-believes what the English war 


correspondents at the front wire their 
newspapers and what Lord Roberts tele- 
graphs the War department, the Boer 
cause is growing more desperate hourly, 
and, in fact, the surrender of a part of 
the Transvaal troops is a matter et a 
short time. 


H. .J. Whigham, who has just return- 


ed to Lourenzo Marquez from Pretoria, 
where he went in disguise to ascertain 
the true state of affairs and the opinion 
there, says that paiic nod catlf usion pre- 
vail everywhere; Kruger has a train pro- 
visioned for immediate flight, presum- 
ably to Holland; thirty-six boxes^ of gold 
have been sent to Holland by the Neth- 
erlands Bank; and the railway stations 
are besieged by refugees.

"Klip River, May 29.—We marched 


twenty miles to-day, and are now 
eighteen 
miles 
from 
Johannesburg. 


The enemy had prepared several posi- 
tions where they intended to oppose 
us, tout they abandoned them one after 
the other as we neared them. We pur- 
sued them so har.d that they only just 
had time to get their five guns into 
a train and lea-ve this station as some 
of the West Australian mounted in- 
fantry dashed into it. French's and 
Hamilton's forces are apparently en- 
gaged with the enemy about ten miles 
on our left, as firing has 'been heard 
since noon. 
The farmers n-ear our 


line of advance are surrendering with 
their arms and horses. Rundle occu- 
pied Senekal on May 24. No report 
of what occurred has reached me yet."
